A Reminder 


Monday is ‘Washington’s Birthday, and once again we 
celebrate the birth of the father of our country. To many 
it means just another holiday, to be classed along with the 
flood and the flu; but to those with a sense of patriotism, it 
is a day given over to the thought of our future peace and 
prosperity. Washington was fighting for our freedom from 
tyranny. We may have to fight for the same cause in the 
future. By declaring our neutrality early and strongly, and 
by thinking and planning ahead for our future peace, we 
should be able to keep it. 


War seems almost inevitable when one looks at the map 
of Europe, or picks up a newspaper with its daily scare 
heads.
